The  Big  Four 

One  of  the  best  games  in  football  history  was  played  at  Crocker  Field  on  October 
8,  1993.  If  you  ask  anyone  who  went  to  the  Fitchburg  -  Brockton  game,  they  would 
probably  say  the  same.  Though  many  people  doubted  the  Raiders,  due  to  the  fact 
that  Brockton  was  ranked  No.  1  in  the  state  and  we  didn't  have  running  back  Zack 
McCall  and  Bob  Williams,  there  was  a  small  suprising  crowd  of  a  little  over  2,100 
people.  The  game  was  pretty  quiet  as  the  Raiders  were  trailing  13-7  at  halftime.  But 
then  the  biggest  comeback  in  FHS  history  was  accomplished  as  Fitchburg  was 
trailing  1 9-7  after  their  opening  drive  in  the  third  quarter.  Then  a  little  bit  of  offense 
and  defense  set  in.  The  Raider  defense  sacked  Brocktons  quarterback  Pat  Vellios  six 
times,  including  twice  by  George  Bishop  and  Matt  Schneider  holding  Brockton  to  63 
total  yards.  The  Raiders  offense  was  sparked  by  running  back  Ryan  Keenan  who 
had  two  touchdowns,  and  quarterback  Todd  Steffanides  who  had  a  touchdown  pass 
to  Clarence  Yarborough. 

One  of  the  more  exciting  things  about  the  victory  is  that  Fitchburg  hadn't  beat 
Brockton  in  60  years  and  the  Raiders  were  by  far  the  underdogs.  The  Raiders  were 
also  known  by  some  people  as  a  bunch  of  no  names  but  they  did  what  most  people 
thought  was  impossible. 

The  next  big  game  was  against  the  North  Middlesex  Patriots.  The  Raiders  were 
ranked  sixth  in  the  state  by  USA  Today  and  North  Middlesex  was  ranked  third.  Not 
only  was  the  league  title  on  the  line,  but  the  Patriots  had  won  18  straight  games  and 
27  straight  at  home.  The  Patriots  also  needed  this  game  to  clinch  there  state  record, 
fifth  straight  Super  Bowl  appearance. 

There  was  an  overflow  crowd  at  John  Young  Field  as  the  Patriots  were  in  for  the 
biggest  game  of  their  season  that  Friday  night.  Fitchburg  drew  first  blood  as  Ryan 
Keenan  capped  a  66  yard  drive  with  a  2  yard  run  for  the  first  touchdown  of  the 
game.  Patriots  later  ended  up  intercepting  Todd  Steffanides  pass  which  set  them  up 
at  the  Raiders  1 9.  Although  the  Raiders  defense  kicked  in  and  held  them  for  six 
plays,  Rob  Lavery  snuck  in  from  a  yard  out  and  turned  it  into  the  Patriots  second 
touchdown  .  Steffanides  struck  back  with  a  touchdown  pass  to  Clarence  Yarbrough 
and  Matt

Two  plays  later,  Steffanides 
rolled  left  and  bolted  into  the  end  zone  to  put  the  Raiders  up  20-14  as  Bulter's  kick 
was  blocked.  Jamie  Holston  then  returned  the  ensuing  kickoff  to  the  Raiders  32. 
The  Patriots  were  held  to  fourth  and  two  before  Holston  burst  through  the  line  to  tie 
the  game  at  twenty  apiece  as  the  extra  point  failed.  Fitchburg  had  an  excellant 
opportunity  to  break  the  tie  as  they  drove  their  way  down  to  the  Patroits  three  yard 
line.  The  Patriots  ended  up  stopping  Keenan  on  two  drives  and  a  fumbled  snap  on 
fourth  and  short  gave  North  Middlesex  the  ball  on  their  own  three  yardline  with  5:58 
left  in  the  fourth.  The  Raider  defense  held  the  Patriots  to  third  down  and  ten  when 
Holston  broke  through  the  line  and  bounced  to  the  outside  before  James  McCall 
tagged  him  down  at  Fitchburg  26  yard  line.  A  couple  plays  went  bad  for  the  Patriots 
as  they  had  to  send  out  their  field  goal  unit  with  a  little  under  a  minute  left.  Lavery, 
who  missed  the  extra  point  earlier,  made  a  32  yarder  with  forty-two  seconds  left  to 
give  the  Patriots  a  thrilling  win  over  Fitchburg. 

It  will  take  many  years  before  anyone  will  forget  about  the  Thanksgiving  Day 
football  game.  To  many,  this  Turkey  Bowl  was  the  best  out  of  the  1 10  games  that 
have  been  played.  The  game  that  was  expected  to  be  a  tight  defensive  struggle,was  a

shoot-out  from  the  beginning.  Leominster  ended  up  scoring  first  with  a  16-yard 
touchdown  pass  from  Bob  Raxasack  to  Bryan  Mazzaferro.  Todd  Steffanides  was  not 
to  be  outdone,  finding  a  breakdown  in  Leominsters  secondary  he  hooked  up  Clarence 
Yarbrough  with  a  63-extra  point  was  blocked.  Leominster  came  back  when  Raxasack 
has  a  19-yard  touchdown  run  in  the  third  quarter  putting  them  up  27-20  after  the  extra 
point.  The  Blue  Devils  had  a  chance  to  extend  their  lead  late  in  the  third  quarter,  but 
Spinelli  was  striped  of  the  ball  at  the  Raiders  15  yard  line  and  George  Bishop  was 
their  to  recover  it  for  the  Raiders.  Fitchburg  quickly  capitalized  on  the  games  only 
turnover  marching  85-yards  before  Keenan  fought  his  way  into  the  end  zone  from  9 
yards  out  to  give  the  Raiders  a  28-27  lead  after  Keenan  ran  in  the  two-point  conver- 
sion. Leominster  went  back  on  top  when  Raxsack  had  a  three  yard  sneak  into  the  end 
zone.  The  two-point  conversion  was  dropped  and  Leominster  was  up  33-28  with 
6: 10  to  play.  Fitchburg  answered  back  with  another  score  by  Keenan  from  10  yards 
out  and  this  time  Steffanides  ran  in  the  two-point  conversion  to  make  it  36-33  with 
3:08  left.  It  took  Leominster  just  three  plays  to  regain  the  lead  for  the  last  time. 
Spinelli  had  a  39-yard  scamper  to  bring  the  ball  to  Fitchburgs  22  and  from  their 
Raxasack  tossed  a  little  swing  pass  to  John  Miller.  Raxasack  kicked  the  extra  point  to 
make  it  40-36. 

Steffanides  wasn't  done  yet  though.  On  what  looked  to  be  the  last  drive  of  the 
game,  Steffanides  found  McCall  in  the  end  zone  with  a  34-yard  pass  to  provide  the 
margin  of  victory.  After  Keeans  two-point  conversion,  Fitchburg  had  the  lead  44-40 
with  30  seconds  left.  Leominster  tried  to  strike  back  when  they  started  a  drive  at  their 
own  34  yard  line.  Raxasack  looked  over  the  middle  and  found  Bryan  Mazzeferro 
who  caught  the  ball  at  midfield  and  sprinted  down  to  the  Raiders  3  yard  line  as  he 
was  dragged  down  by  McCall  with  17  seconds  left  and  no  time-outs.  John  Miller 
then  tried  to  bull  his  way  into  the  end  zone  but  was  denied  by  a  host  of  Fitchburg 
players  to  end  the  game  and  give  Fitchburg  its  third  straight  Turkey  Bowl  victory.  To 
many,  this  was  the  best  game  out  of  the  110  game  rivalry. 

Fitchburg  finished  off  the  regular  season  with  an  8-2  record  and  was  ranked  to  go 
to  the  MIAA  Division  1  Super  Bowl  at  WPI.  They  were  to  face  the  North  Middlesex 
Patriots  who  were  defending  Super  Bowl  champions  from  their  win  over  Fitchburg  in 
last  years  Super  Bowl.  It  wasn't  looking  good  for  the  Raiders  as  the  opening  kickoff 
was  fumbled  by  Sophomore  Chris  Svolis  and  recovered  by  North  Middlesex  . 
Although  the  game  was  delayed  40  minutes  due  to  the  Patriot's  Matt  Kingsley 
breaking  his  leg,  Jamie  Holston  took  the  ball  on  their  first  play  of  the  drive  into  the 
end  zone  to  quickly  put  the  Patriots  up  6-0  as  their  extra  point  attempt  failed. 
Fitchburg  quickly  erased  that  lead  when  Ryan  Keenan  bulled  his  way  into  the  end 
zone  from  1-yard  out  early  in  the  second  quarter  to  put  Fitchburg  in  the  lead  7-6. 
Fitchburg 's  next  drive  started  at  their  own  8-yard  line  and  was  stopped  at  the  Patriots 
4-yard  line  as  time  expired  in  the  first  half.  Then  the  heartbreaker  came  as  North
